Remove me top cover from mo Memory Console or Expansion Module #3 
By putting your finger or o screwdrrverffri the indentation and pulling up

Vou may wont to use a piece of papir to cove* the expansion connectors 
inside ADAM" This will help prevent you from accidentally dropping a screw 
inside the system ft you do drop o scrfw Insdo ADAM*, do not use a screw- 
driver or ony other sharp or metal oojeet to retrieve it. \txj may damage the 

system's electronic ports. Try using a pteco or sticky lope 







STEP 2 

\bur Memory Console or Expansion \todule *3 has a temporary door 
shielding the area tor the Seconal Digital Data Drive. Two screws and 
washers hold the door in place. Unscrew and save these screws and 
washers Uft out and set aside Ihe temporary door It Is not used when the 
second drrve «s installed There * a ground screw martted T* (GROUND) Un- 
screw and save this screw also

STEP 3 

Now place youf Second Digital Dala Drhre in Hie console with its door fac- 
ing out. Rt the labs on me bottom of In© drive into the square holes In the 

boMom of the console. Push the drive bOck f*mly until It locks into place 







STEP 4 

The screw slots on the Second Digital Data Drive should lino up with the 
holes marked "D" and "E". Insert the screws and washers you removed 
earlier in those holes to secure the drive Before tightening the screws 

align the second drive with the front face of the original drive, if the 
door does not open completely, loosen the screws, slide your drrve for- 
ward slightly, and retighten the screws.

Insert the larger orange plug (9-pin plug) Into the port marked 2A 
Ihe plugs should be inserted with th* solid face loward the bock of The 
console The plugs will not fit if they are inserted the wrong way, so don't fry 
to lorce them Insert the smaller orange plug (6-pin plug) into the port 
marked 2B Be careful that each pin goes Into a hole, and thai no pins are 
fefl exposed.

Suppose you wanted to co»nblne Iwo files Ihal ore stored on two 
different dato packs. With one data pock in Drive A (on the left) and the 
other ri Drive B (on the rtght) It's easy 

To slart. get the rite from l>fcve A. First, press the srORE/GU key Then press 
Smart Key VI, GET, and Smart key III. DRwt A Then use the arrow keys fo se- 
lecr tne file name from 'he directory and press Smart Key vl. Gf T RLE. When 
the file from Drrve A appears on the lajeen. move the cursor to where you 
want the second file lo appear. Then.get the file from Drive B the same 
way you got the t4e from Drive A. butitrns time use Smart Key IV. DIWVE B 
When the second file appears on the icreen you have combined two tiles 

without switching data packs! Now you can create o name tor this new tile 
and store it on either Drive A Or Drive B
